WARSAW, Poland (AP) — 

President Barack Obama 
pledged Tuesday to boost 
U.S. military deployments 
and exercises throughout 
Europe, an effort costing as 
much as $1 billion to dem¬ 
onstrate American solidar¬ 
ity with a continent rattled 
by Russia's intervention in 
Ukraine. 

But even as Obama 


warned that Moscow 
could face further punish¬ 
ments, leaders of Britain, 
France and Germany were 
lining up to meet with Rus¬ 
sian President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin at week’s end. 

Those one-on-one meet¬ 
ings would appear to send 
a mixed message about 
the West’s approach to 
relations with Russia, given 
that the same leaders are 
also boycotting a summit 
Putin had been scheduled 


to host this week. 

Obama does not plan to 
hold a formal meeting with 
Putin while both attend 
events Friday marking the 
70th anniversary of the D- 
Day invasion that hastened 
the end of World War II, 
though the two leaders are 
likely to have some interac¬ 
tion. 

The U.S. president suggest¬ 
ed there was no contradic¬ 
tion between efforts to iso¬ 
late Russia and engaging 


directly with Putin. 

“The fact of the matter is 
that Russia is a significant 
country with incredibly 
gifted people, resources, 
an enormous land mass, 
and they rightfully play 
an important role on the 
world stage and in the re¬ 
gion,” Obama said during 
a news conference with 
Polish President Bronislaw 
Komorowski. 

He added that it could be 
possible for Putin to “rebuild 


some of the trust that's 
been shattered during this 
past year” but said that 
would take time. 

Western leaders, including 
Obama, have spoken with 
Putin by phone multiple 
times since Russia annexed 
the Crimean Peninsula from 
Ukraine and stationed tens 
of thousands of troops on 
its border with the former 
Soviet republic.

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Jailed Venezuelan Lopez awaits ruling 

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — A Venezuelan court is 
holding a hearing to determine whether opposition 
hard-liner Leopoldo Lopez will be freed or must wait in 
jail while facing charges of inciting violence and arson 
during anti-government protests. The closed-door pro¬ 
ceedings at the Caracas courthouse resumed Tuesday 
after a 10-hour session Monday. Lopez is a former may¬ 
or who spearheaded protests in February seeking to 
pressure President Nicolas Maduro into resigning. Three 
people died on the streets after tens of thousands of 
peaceful demonstrators returned home, and authori¬ 
ties filed charges against Lopez. Three months of politi¬ 
cal unrest triggered by the initial demonstrations have 
claimed the lives of 42 people on both sides. 

Mexico doubles prison for kidnapping 

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexico has doubled prison sen¬ 
tences for kidnapping after a surge in such crimes in re¬ 
cent years. The government published new sentencing 
guidelines Tuesday. The minimum prison term has risen 
from 20 years to 40, and maximum sentences from 50 
to 140 years. The longest sentences would be given to 
those who kill their victims. Most Mexican states do not 
have life sentences, and prison terms are normally lim¬ 
ited to 60 years for federal offenses. But kidnapping is 
exempt from those limits. There were 1,698 kidnappings 
reported to police in 2013, up from 438 in 2007. But gov¬ 
ernment polls indicate that fewer than 2 percent of kid¬ 
nappings are reported. If accurate, the real number of 
abductions could be near 100,000 a year. 

Peru searches high peaks for 2 Italians 

HUARAZ, Peru (AP) — Mountain rescuers searched a gla¬ 
cier hugging one of Peru’s highest peaks this week for 
two Italian climbers who disappeared three days earlier 
at its summit. Mateo Tagliabue, 27, and Enrico Broggi, 
29, were last seen on or near the top of the 5,947-me¬ 
ter (19,625-foot) Alpamayo mountain in the Cordillera 
Blanca range, said Edson Ramirez, mountain rescue 
coordinator for Huastaran National Park. “The search is 
on the east side of the mountain. They came up on the 
west side and were apparently on the summit,” Ramirez 
said. “Their two climbing partners were behind them” 
and did not see what happened to them, he said. 
Ramirez said a search team left for the peak early Sun¬ 
day and have looking for the missing men on what is 
“an enormous glacier.” 

5 die in landslide caused by heavy rain 

GUATEMALA CITY (AP) — Heavy rains have killed at 
least five people in Guatemala, where authorities on 
Tuesday urged residents to take precautions because 
showers and thunderstorms are expected to continue 
this week. National Office for Disaster Reduction direc¬ 
tor Alejandro Maldonado said a landslide set off by rain 
killed five members of a family over the weekend in the 
province of Huehuetenango. He said the family’s neigh¬ 
bors and rescue crews saved the family’s dog after the 
animal was partially buried for more than 18 hours. Sev¬ 
eral rivers have burst their banks and the drainage sys¬ 
tems in at least four western provinces have collapsed. 
So far, authorities haven’t reported any major flooding, 
Maldonado said. 



Security tight for Tiananmen anniversary

BEIJING (AP) — Beijing 
put additional police on 
the streets and detained 
government critics Tues¬ 
day as part of a security 
crackdown on the eve of 
the 25th anniversary of the 
crushing of pro-democra¬ 
cy protests centered on 
the capital's Tiananmen 
Square. 

Police manned check¬ 
points, and officers and 
paramilitary troops pa¬ 
trolled pedestrian over¬ 
passes and streets sur¬ 
rounding the square. 

The increased security 
comes on top of height¬ 
ened restrictions on politi¬ 
cal activists, artists, lawyers 
and other government crit¬ 
ics. Dozens have been tak¬ 
en into detention, forced 
out of Beijing or confined 
to their homes in other 
parts of the country. 

“June 4 has come again 
and the plainclothes offi¬ 
cers are here to protect us. 
I can't leave the house to 
travel or lecture," Jiangsu 
province-based environ¬ 
mental activist Wu Lihong 
said in a text message. 
Artist and former activist 
Guo Jian was also taken 
away by authorities on 
Sunday night, shortly after 
a profile of him appeared 
in the Financial Times news¬ 
paper in commemoration 
of the crackdown’s anni¬ 
versary. As he was being 
detained, Guo, an Aus¬ 
tralian citizen, told an As¬ 
sociated Press reporter he 
would be held until June 
15 . 

A writer and officer of the 
Independent Chinese PEN 
Center, who writes under 
the name Ye Du, was also 
taken from his home in the 
southern city of Guang¬ 
zhou to join a forced “tour 
trip," his wife. Wan Haitao, 
said by phone. Such com¬ 
pulsory trips are a com¬ 
mon method of keeping 
government critics under 
24-hour watch without the 
need to initiate legal pro¬ 
ceedings. 

In an apparent sign of 
government nervousness, 
connections to the glob¬ 
al Internet appeared to 
have been disrupted, with 
Google's mail and other 


services mostly inaccessi¬ 
ble. China already routine¬ 
ly blocks popular overseas 
social media sites such as 
Twitter and YouTube and 
heavily censors Chinese 
sites for politically sensitive 
content. 

China allows no public 
discussion of the events 
of June 3-4, 1989, when 
soldiers accompanied by 


tanks and armored per¬ 
sonnel carriers fought their 
way into the heart of the 
city, killing hundreds of un¬ 
armed protesters and on¬ 
lookers. The government 
has never issued a com¬ 
plete, formal accounting 
of the crackdown and the 
number of casualties. 
Beijing’s official verdict is 
that the student-led pro¬ 
tests aimed to topple the 
ruling Communist Party 
and plungeChina into 
chaos. Protest leaders said 
they were merely seeking 
greater democracy and 
freedom, along with an 
end to corruption and fa¬ 
voritism within the party. 
Asked about the crack¬ 
down at a regularly sched¬ 
uled news conference, 


Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Hong Lei did not refer di¬ 
rectly to Tiananmen Square 
or the military crackdown. 
“Regarding the political in¬ 
cident which happened in 
the late 1980s in China, as 
well as issues related to it, 
the Chinese government 
reached a conclusion a 
long time ago,” Hong said 
before launching into a de¬ 


fense ofChina’s economic 
reforms that have created 
a burgeoning middle class 
amid relative political sta¬ 
bility. Hong also denied 
cases of political perse¬ 
cution, saying: “In China, 
there are only law offend¬ 
ers. The so-called dissidents 
as you mentioned do not 
exist.” Authorities regularly 
tighten security ahead of 
June 4, but this year's sup¬ 
pression is notably harsher 
than in the past. Activists 
who previously received no 
more than a warning have 
been taken into custody 
and police have told for¬ 
eign journalists they would 
face unspecified serious 
consequences for cover¬ 
ing sensitive issues ahead 
of the anniversaryO

But until this week, they’ve 
avoided face-to-face 
meetings with Putin to 
avoid giving the impres¬ 
sion that the Russian leader 
can slide back into nor¬ 
mal relationships with U.S. 
and European leaders that 
have accused him of stok¬ 
ing instability in Ukraine. 
Putin’s meetings this week 
will be closely watched by 
Poland and other Central 
and Eastern European na¬ 
tions.

If the U.S. Congress ap¬ 
proves the funding, the 
Pentagon would ramp up 
its air and ground force ro¬ 


tations in Europe, as well 
as boost military exercises 
and position more equip¬ 
ment on the continent. 

The plan also calls for in¬ 
creasing the U.S. Navy 
participation in NATO de¬ 
ployments in the Black 
and Baltic Seas and help¬ 
ing non-NATO nations such 
as Georgia, Moldova and 
Ukraine bolster their own 
defenses. But key details 
of the effort were unclear, 
including how big the U.S. 
troop increase on the con¬ 
tinent might be. 

Obama said the fund 
would be “a powerful 
demonstration of Ameri¬ 
ca's unshakeable commit¬ 
ment to our NATO allies.” 
Komorowski, appearing 
with the American presi¬ 
dent, announced that Po¬ 
land intended to increase 
its own defense budget to 
2 percent of its gross do¬ 
mestic product, and he 
urged other NATO nations 
to do the same.Q

Reid, McConnell offer conflicting views on campaign spending

WASHINGTON - Offering 
drastically different opin¬ 
ions about the role of 
money in politics, the Sen¬ 
ate leaders Harry Reid and 
Mitch McConnell on Tues¬ 
day made a rare joint ap¬ 
pearance before the Sen¬ 
ate Judiciary Committee. 
With historic amounts of 
money from independent 
expenditures and super 
PACs flowing into the 2014 
election contests, the com¬ 
mittee is considering a 
Democratic amendment 
that would give Congress 
and the states the ability to 
regulate political spending 
by outside groups. 
McConnell, the Republican 
minority leader from Ken¬ 
tucky, accused his Demo¬ 
cratic colleagues of trying 


to curtail free speech, and 
of engaging in a “political 
exercise” intended to “stir 
up one party’s political 
base so they’ll show up in 
November.” 

“But," McConnell added, 
“the political nature of this 
exercise should not ob¬ 
scure how shockingly bad 
this proposal is.” 

Reid, the Democratic Sen¬ 
ate majority leader from 
Nevada, deplored the 
“flood of dark money” into 
the political process, ac¬ 
cusing Republicans of sid¬ 
ing against the American 
people in favor of what he 
called the status quo. 

“Free speech shouldn’t 
cost the American people 
a penny, a dime, certainly 
not a dollar,” Reid said. 
McConnell and Reid typi¬ 
cally snipe at each other

jor Supreme Court rulings 
on campaign finance: the 
2010 Citizens United deci¬ 
sion that struck down limits 
on spending by corpora¬ 
tions and unions, and the 
McCutcheon v. Federal 
Election Commission deci¬ 
sion earlier this year that 
struck down overall limits 
on campaign contribu¬ 
tions. 

The committee's chairman. 
Sen. Patrick J. Leahy, D-Vt., 
said the recent Supreme 
Court decisions “threaten 
the constitutional rights of 
hard-working Americans 
who wanted their voices 
heard, not drowned in a 
series of corporate special 
interests and a flood of 
campaign ads on televi¬ 
sion.” 

As McConnell pointed out, 
the measure is almost cer¬ 
tain to fail. But Reid and 
Sen. Charles E. Schumer of 
New York, the No. 3 Senate 
Democrat, have promised 
a vote on the amendment 
this summer. Congressional 
Democrats, led by Reid, 
have made the outsize role 
of money in politics, includ¬ 
ing the contributions from 
the conservative billionaire 
brothers Charles G. and 
David H. Koch, a rallying

got her into the bathroom. 
One of the girls handed 
the knife to the other but 
she couldn’t bring herself 
to stab the victim, she said.

MILWAUKEE (AP) — A 
12-year-old girl accused 
of plotting to kill a friend to 
curry favor with a fictional 
Internet character shows 
signs of mental illness and 
should be in a hospital, her 
defense attorney said Tues¬ 
day. The girl and another 
12-year-old have been 
charged as adults with 
first-degree attempted ho¬ 
micide in a stabbing that 
nearly killed another child 
the same age. The two girls 
told investigators they plot¬ 
ted for months to kill their 
friend because a charac¬ 
ter called Slenderman re¬ 
quired them to kill someone 
before they could become 
his “proxy.” 

Anthony Cotton, an at¬ 
torney for one of the girls 
charged in the stabbing, 
said her parents called him 
while she was being ques¬ 
tioned at the police station 
because officers had re¬ 
jected their request to see 
her. Police read the girl her 
rights but were not required 
to have a parent or lawyer 
present if she didn’t ask for 
them, he said. 

Cotton said he would push 
to get the girl’s case trans¬ 
ferred to juvenile court, 
where more social services 
and mental health treat¬ 
ment would be available. 
“She’s 12 and she has men¬ 
tal health issues,” Cotton 


said. “There’s no question 
that she needs to go to the 
hospital.” 

The girls are being held at 
a juvenile detention cen¬ 
ter after a judge set bail at 
$500,000. Cotton said his 
client's family can’t pay 
that, and a judge already 
rejected his first motion to 
move the girl to a hospital. 
He said he'll seek a men¬ 
tal health evaluation as a 
first step toward a second 
request. The girls told inves¬ 
tigators they read about 
Slenderman on the hor¬ 
ror website creepypasta. 
wikia.com. It's not clear 
whether they got access 
to the website at home 
or at school, but a school 
administrator said employ¬ 
ees were reviewing vari¬ 
ous websites to see if they 
should be blocked after 
the stabbing. 

According to court docu¬ 
ments, the girls told inves¬ 
tigators they invited their 
friend to a sleepover at one 
of their houses on Friday 
and planned to duct tape 
her mouth while she was 
sleeping, stab her in the 
neck, put the covers over 
her to make it look like she 
was sleeping and run away 
to Slenderman’s mansion. 
They backed out of that 
plan, deciding to kill her on 
Saturday in a nearby park 
bathroom so blood would 
go down the drain. They 
convinced the girl to go 
to the park with them and

US auto sales hit 9-year high

DETROIT (AP) — Brisk de¬ 
mand for SUVs and pickup 
trucks — and five sunny 
weekends — pushed U.S. 
auto sales to a nine-year 
high in May. 

Chrysler, Nissan and Toyota 
all reported double-digit 
sales gains over last May. 
Even General Motors, bat¬ 
tling bad publicity from 
a mishandled recall, sur¬ 
prised with a 13 percent 
sales increase. 

Ford's sales rose a better- 
than-expected 3 percent, 
while Hyundai's were up 
4 percent. Of major auto¬ 
makers, only Volkswagen’s 
sales fell. 

May is traditionally a strong 
month for the auto indus¬ 
try, as buyers spend their 
tax returns and think ahead 
to summer road trips. This 
year's calendar, with five 
weekends, gave it an extra 
boost. Sales were particu¬ 
larly strong the last week¬ 


end of the month, auto¬ 
makers said. 

Sales rose 11 percent to just 
over 1.6 million in May. That 
was the highest monthly to¬ 
tal since July 2005, accord¬ 
ing to Kelley Blue Book. 

The surge helped erase 
doubts about the strength 
of the industry. January 
and February sales were 
weaker than expected as 
consumers spent more time 
shoveling snow than shop¬ 
ping. “It's the continued 
recovery in the summer 
selling season,” said Jeff 
Schuster, executive vice 
president of forecasting for 
LMC Automotive, an indus¬ 
try consulting firm. “Kind of 
everything aligning in the 
month of May.” 

June should bring more of 
the same, said Karl Brauer, 
a senior analyst with Kelley 
Blue Book. May sales were 
driven by pent-up demand 
from the winter, he said, 
but the summer months will 
likely be strong because of 
other factors, including low 


interest rates, good lease 
deals and enticing new ve¬ 
hicles. 

Automakers didn't need 
big discounts to boost 
sales. Car buying site True- 
Car.com estimated incen¬ 
tives were flat from last May 
and up 4 percent from April 
to $2,677 per vehicle. True- 
Car said Hyundai, Kia and 
Honda had the biggest 
increases in incentives in 
May. Chrysler, GM and Nis¬ 
san offered fewer deals. 
GM said May was its best 
month since August 2008. 
Sales of its GMC Yukon and 
Buick Encore SUVs more 
than doubled, and buy¬ 
ers snapped up the new 
Chevrolet Corvette. GMC 
Sierra pickup sales gained 
14 percent. 

Brauer said buyers haven’t 
been deterred by GM’s 
multiple recalls — 13.8 mil¬ 
lion vehicles so far this year 
— and questions about 
how long the company 
took to report safety prob¬ 
lems in older cars.Q

die Mac in an effort to force the federally owned 
mortgage finance giants to comply with a state anti¬ 
foreclosure law passed in 2012. 

The law seeks to ease the way for buyback programs, 
which are aimed at reducing the debt of the hom¬ 
eowner while saving the lender the cost of foreclo¬ 
sure and eviction. Fannie and Freddie have refused 
to allow homes with mortgages they back to enter 
buyback programs, the suit contends, even though it 
costs them money not to. 

“For too long, Fannie and Freddie have been road¬ 
blocks to progress in addressing this foreclosure crisis, 
and I urge them to immediately reverse their policy 
on this common-sense program,” Coakley said in a 
statement. The lawsuit is one of numerous aggres¬ 
sive efforts by Coakley, a Democratic candidate for 
governor, to police banks’ treatment of homeowners 
and their securitization of mortgages. She has won 
settlements from Goldman Sachs, Morgan Stanley, 
RBS and several subprime lenders. 

The lawsuit comes on the heels of a case by a ho¬ 
meowner, Ramon Suero, who bought an apartment 
for about $300,000 in 2005 that is now worth a third of 
that price. He fell behind on his mortgage payments, 
and the home went into foreclosure. 

Boston Community Capital, a nonprofit that runs 
a buyback program called SUN (Stabilizing Urban 
Neighborhoods), offered to buy it from the lender 
for what Freddie Mac said was the fair market price, 
$115,000. SUN intended to turn around and sell the 
house back to Suero, giving him a mortgage he 
could afford. 

But Freddie Mac refused to allow the sale, instead 
asking SUN for a “make whole" price of the full 
$300,000. Without the buyback allowing Suero to stay 
in his home, Freddie Mac would normally incur the 
expense of evicting Suero, maintaining the vacant 
home and selling it as a distressed property. 

A federal court issued a preliminary injunction against 
the foreclosure and sale of the home. The Federal 
Housing Finance Agency, which oversees Fannie and 
Freddie, declined to comment on pending litigation. 
Coakley’s office had written a previous letter to Mel 
Watt, who became the agency’s director in January. 
Watt succeeded the acting director, Edward J. De¬ 
Marco, who would not allow Fannie and Freddie to 
go along with such debt-reduction programs even 
though the agency's own analysis showed it would 
save money for taxpayers. 

DeMarco had argued that the agency’s other loan 
modification programs were just as good, and said 
he feared that it would cause homeowners to strate¬

Seattle is hiking 
minimum wage; 
others to follow?

SEATTLE (AP) — Seattle ac¬ 
tivists celebrated a suc¬ 
cessful campaign to grad¬ 
ually increase the city’s 
minimum wage to $15 by 
calling for a national move¬ 
ment to close the income 
and opportunity gaps be¬ 
tween rich and poor. 

The Seattle City Council 
unanimously passed an 
ordinance Monday that 
would give the city the 
highest minimum wage in 
the nation. 

Socialist City Council Mem¬ 
ber Kshama Sawant said 
the push for a higher mini¬ 
mum wage is spreading 
across the nation. 

The minimum wage issue 
has dominated politics in 
the liberal municipality for 
months, and a boisterous 
crowd of mostly labor ac¬ 
tivists packed the council 
chambers for the vote. 
Mayor Ed Murray, who 
was elected last year, had 
promised in his campaign 
to raise the minimum wage 
to $15 an hour, as Social¬ 
ist City Council Member 
Kshama Sawant did in her 
campaign last year. 

“We did it. Workers did 
this," Sawant said. “We 
need to continue to build 
an even more powerful 
movement.” 

The International Franchise 
Association, a Washington, 
D.C.-based business group 
that represents franchise 
owners, said it plans to sue 
to stop the ordinance, call¬ 
ing it “unfair, discriminatory 
and a deliberate attempt 
to achieve a political 
agenda at the expense 
of small-franchise busi¬ 
ness owners.” 

Effective April 1, 2015, 

the measure includes a 
phase-in of the wage in¬ 
crease over several years, 
with a slower process for 
small businesses. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Orders to U.S. factories 
rose for a third consecu¬ 
tive month in April, add¬ 
ing to evidence that 
manufacturing is regain¬ 
ing momentum after a 
harsh winter. 

Orders increased 0.7 


percent in April, pushed 
higher by a surge in de¬ 
mand for military hard¬ 
ware, the Commerce 
Department reported 
Tuesday. That followed 
a 1.5 percent increase 
in March and a 1.7 per¬ 
cent climb in February. 
The improvements fol¬ 
lowed two big declines 
in January and Decem¬ 
ber, which partly reflect¬ 
ed a harsh winter. A key 
category viewed as a 
proxy for business invest¬ 
ment plans fell by 1.2 
percent in April, though 


that drop came after 
a 4.7 percent surge in 
March. 

The three solid monthly 
gains in factory orders 
should provide support 
to the overall economy, 
which is expected to 
stage a robust rebound 
in the April-June quarter. 
The economy, as mea¬ 


sured by the gross do¬ 
mestic product, shrank 
at an annual rate of 1 
percent in the January- 
March quarter, reflect¬ 
ing winter storms that 
disrupted business ac¬ 
tivity. But in the current 
quarter, analysts esti¬ 
mate GDP will advance 
at an annual rate as 
high as 3.8 percent. 
Economists say that 
growth will remain strong 
in the second half of this 
yearas consumerspend¬ 
ing benefits from rising 
employment, which is 


providing households 
with more income. 

The report on factory 
orders showed that 
demand for durable 
goods, items expect¬ 
ed to last at least three 
years, increased 0.6 per¬ 
cent in April. Orders for 
nondurable goods such 
as paper and chemicals 


rose 0.7 percent in April 
after a drop of 0.5 per¬ 
cent in March. 

The overall increase re¬ 
flected a sharp rise in 
demand for defense 
products including air¬ 
planes and communi¬ 
cations equipment. Ex¬ 
cluding defense, orders 
fell 0.1 percent in April. 
Transportation orders 
grew 1.4 percent de¬ 
spite the fact that orders 
for commercial aircraft, 
a volatile category, 
dropped 7.9 percent 
and demand for autos 


and auto parts slipped 
0.2 percent. 

Demand for machin¬ 
ery fell 2.8 percent, with 
orders for construc¬ 
tion equipment down 

7.2 percent. Orders for 
computers dropped 

13.2 percent, while de¬ 
mand for electrical ap¬ 
pliances and other elec¬ 
trical products rose 1.3 
percent. 

Economists expect fac¬ 
tory activity will strength¬ 
en in coming months, 
helped by rising con¬ 
sumer demand and a 
rebound in U.S. export 
sales. 

The Institute for Supply 
Management reported 
Monday that its manu¬ 
facturing index showed 
a rise in May to a solid 
reading of 55.4. Any 
reading above 50 indi¬ 
cates expansion in the 
manufacturing sector. 
The data suggested 
that manufacturing is 
expanding at a healthy 
pace and should help 
the economy recover 
from its weak start at the 
beginning of the year. 

In other encouraging 
news, a separate report 
this week showed that 
the contraction in Chi¬ 
na’s manufacturing sec¬ 
tor eased in May. It was 
the latest sign that the 
slowdown in the world’s 
second biggest econo¬ 
my is stabilizing. 

China’s economy has 
slowed from double digit 
rates of expansion, with 
growth falling to 7.4 per¬ 
cent in the first quarter 
as leaders try to reduce 
dependence on trade 
and investment in favor 
of domestic consump¬ 
tion. The slowdown had 
raised concerns about 
export growth in other 
nations including the 
United States.Q

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Online pirates thrive on legitimate advertising dollars

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Movie 
and music piracy thrives 
online in part because 
crafty website operators 
receive advertising dollars 
from major companies like 
Comcast, Ford and Mc¬ 
Donald's. 

That’s the conclusion of 
several recent reports that 
shed light on Internet pira¬ 
cy’s funding sources. 
Content thieves attract visi¬ 
tors with the promise of free 
downloads and streams 
of the latest hit movies, 
TV shows and songs. Then 
they profit by pulling in ad¬ 
vertising from around the 
Internet, often concealing 
their illicit activities so ad¬ 
vertising brands remain un¬ 
aware. 

Pirate websites run ads that 


are sometimes covered 
up by other graphics. They 
automatically launch legit¬ 
imate-looking websites as 
pop-up windows that ad¬ 
vertisers don’t realize are 
associated with piracy. At 
the end of the day, the pi¬ 
rate website operators still 
receive a check for serving 
up a number of views and 
clicks. 

The illicit activity is esti¬ 
mated to generate millions 
of dollars annually. That's 
only a small portion of the 
roughly $40 billion of online 
ad spending every year. 
Yet it is helping to feed 
the creation of millions of 
copyright-infringing web¬ 
sites that provide stolen 
content to a growing glob¬ 
al audience.

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tion that they were going 
to be on high-quality sites 
and they're not," said Mark 
Berns, vice president of 
MediaLink LLC, a consult¬ 
ing firm that produced a 
study looking into the prac¬ 
tice called “Good Money 
Gone Bad.” 

The study, commissioned 
for the Digital Citizen’s Alli¬ 
ance, a Washington-based 
group that advocates for 
a safer Internef, sampled 
596 of the worst-offending 
websites. Researchers dis¬ 
covered that the infring¬ 
ing websites were display¬ 
ing ads from 89 premium 
brands like Walmart, Mc¬ 
Donald’s, Google, Micro¬ 
soft and Ford. 

“It's certainly fair to say that 
millions of dollars in rev¬ 
enue from premium brand 
ads are supporting content 
theft sites," Berns said. 

The AP received an anony¬ 
mous communication from 
an email address listed as 
belonging to the registrant 
of piracy website SevenTor- 
rents.org. The respondent 


said that while some ad¬ 
vertisers prevent their ads 
from going on the site, oth¬ 
ers don’t. 

“Famous advertising com¬ 
panies like RightMedia 
blocked this site, I just let 
other advertisers which 
do not use those services 
(place) ads,” the respon¬ 
dent wrote. “They are pay¬ 
ing.” The person did not 
provide their name or loca¬ 
tion. According to a search 
on Whois.net, the site is 
registered to “Mike" in the 
Adygea republic of Russia. 
The respondent also direct¬ 
ed The AP to look at the 
“About Us” section of the 
website. 

The section reads: “We 
make it easy for those us¬ 
ers who are looking for pi¬ 
rated movies to find what 
they are looking for.” At 
the same time, the site dis¬ 
avows wrongdoing. “I do 
not encourage or support 
people who rip or upload 
these stuff." 

The site displayed ads from 
companies including Citrix 


Systems Inc., the food de¬ 
livery service Seamless, 
shipping company DHL 
and Mormon.org. 
Advertising industry groups 
are fighting the problem, 
with limited success. 

The Interactive Advertising 
Bureau’s chief operating 
officer, Patrick Dolan, said 
in an e-mail interview that 
despite efforts at certify¬ 
ing ad networks that follow 
strict guidelines, it’s an in¬ 
surmountable task to track 
the trillions of ads and mil¬ 
lions of websites. 

“New sites are created ev¬ 
ery day, names change, 
URLs change,” he said. “It’s 
impossible to always stop 
the ads appearing in real 
time.” 

John Montgomery, chief 
operating officer of major 
ad-buying agency GroupM 
Interaction, said that by 
blacklisting some 4,000 pi¬ 
rate websites, his digital ad 
agencies withheld some $8 
million from pirate websites 
operators in 2012 and $13

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Report: Ten generals found 
guilty of arming Boko Haram

KADUNA, Nigeria (AP) — 

Ten generals and five other 
senior military officers were 
found guilty in courts-mar¬ 
tial of providing arms and 
information to Boko Haram 
extremists, a leading Nige¬ 
rian newspaper reported 
Tuesday. 

The news follows months of 
allegations from politicians 
and soldiers who have told 
The Associated Press that 
some senior officers were 
helping the Islamic extrem¬ 
ists and that some rank- 
and-file soldiers even fight 
alongside the insurgents 
and then return to army 
camps. 

They have said that infor¬ 
mation provided by army 
officers has helped insur¬ 
gents in ambushing military 
convoys and in attacks on 
army barracks and out¬ 
posts in their northeastern 
stronghold. 

Leadership newspaper 
quoted one officer saying 
that four other officers, in 
addition to the 15, were 
found guilty of “being dis¬ 
loyal and for working for 
the members of the sect.” 
Defense Ministry spokes¬ 
man Maj. Gen. Chris Oluko- 
lade did not immediately 
respond to requests for 
comment on Tuesday. Last 
week, he denied that senior 
military officers were being 
investigated for helping 
Boko Haram and sabotag¬ 
ing a year-old offensive to 
curb the 5-year-old uprising 
that has killed thousands. 
Boko Haram has attracted 
international condemna¬ 
tion and U.N. sanctions 
since its April 15 abduction 
of more than 300 school¬ 
girls, of whom 272 remain 
captive. 

Nigerian activists pressing 
the government to rescue 
the schoolgirls filed a com¬ 


plaint Tuesday against a 
police ban on protests. 

“We filed a complaint that 
the police don't have any 
right to stop people from 
expressing themselves," 
said community leader 
Pogu Bitrus of Chibok, the 
town from which the girls 
were abducted. 

The protests have “de¬ 
generated” and are “now 
posing a serious security 
threat,” Abuja police com¬ 
missioner Joseph Mbu said 
in a statement Monday 
banning all protests in the 
capital related to the topic. 
The Socio-Economic Rights 
and Accountability Project, 
SERAP, said such a ban vio¬ 
lates basic rights under the 
Nigerian constitution. 
However, Nigerian po¬ 
lice on Tuesday said they 
had not ordered a ban 
on peaceful assemblies or 
protests inNigeria. 

“The Police only issued ad¬ 
visory notice, enjoining citi¬ 
zens to apply caution in the 
said rallies,” the statement 
said. “Citizens are strongly 
advised to reconsider their 
positions on the issues of 
rallies and protests” given 
the current threats by mili¬ 
tants. 

The kidnapping crisis has 
highlighted Nigeria’s failure 
to curb Boko Haram’s upris¬ 
ing. 

Leadership newspaper on 
Tuesday quoted military of¬ 
ficers saying the 15 found 
guilty of providing arms to 
Boko Haram are among 
many more being tried at 
divisional level. The verdicts 
are being referred to de¬ 
fense headquarters in Abu¬ 
ja, the capital, where the 
fate of the officers will be 
decided, the newspaper 
said. The officers it quoted 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity because they are 
not allowed to give infor¬ 
mation to reporters.^

As civil war rages , 

Syrians cast their votes for president

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP) — 

Against a backdrop of civil 
war, tens of thousands of 
Syrians voted in govern¬ 
ment-controlled cities and 
towns Tuesday to give 
President Bashar Assad a 
new seven-year mandate, 
with some even marking 
the ballots with their own 
blood. 

The carefully choreo¬ 
graphed election was ig¬ 
nored and even mocked 
in opposition-held areas of 
Syria where fighting per¬ 
sisted, with some rebels 
derisively dropping their 
shoes in a phony ballot box 
in a show of disgust. West¬ 
ern leaders also called it a 
sham. 

A victory for Assad is likely 
to bolster his base of sup¬ 
port at home and provide 
further evidence that he 
has no intention of relin¬ 
quishing power, making a 
protracted conflict the like¬ 
ly outcome in fighting that 
has already lasted three 
years. 

Fears that the rebels would 


rain down mortar shells on 
government-controlled ter¬ 
ritory did not materialize, 
but fighting persisted. 
State-run media reported 
that voting closed on mid¬ 
night Tuesday, and elec¬ 
tion officials began the 
process of checking the 
number of votes against 
lists of registered voters to 
ensure numbers matched. 
In one central Damascus 
voting booth, 2,196 people 
cast their ballots — all but 
two were for Assad, count¬ 
ed an AP reporter who 
watched representatives 
of each presidential candi¬ 
date tally votes. 

The announcement was 
accompanied by wild 
beeping and cheering 
on central Damascus by 
Assad supporters. It was not 
immediately clear when 
election results would be 
announced. 

Earlier in Damascus, the 
dull sounds of explosions re¬ 
verberated in the distance 
as government forces and 
rebels battled in nearby 
rural towns and plumes of 
gray smoke marked the 
skyline. Several mortar 


rounds reportedly hit in the 
capital, including one that 
fell near the Opera House 
on a major plaza. 

At least three fighter jets 
roared low over the city, 
which residents said was 
unusual. Government 
warplanes and helicop¬ 
ters pounded the rebel¬ 
lious Damascus suburb of 
Daraya, the southern city 
of Daraa and the nearby 
town of Nawa, as well as 
opposition-held districts of 
the divided northern city of 
Aleppo. 

Voting took place only in 
government-controlled 
areas, excluding much of 
northern and eastern Syria. 
Tens of thousands of Syrians 
abroad voted last week, 
although many of the more 
than 2.7 million Syrian refu¬ 
gees across the region ei¬ 
ther abstained or were ex¬ 
cluded by law. 

There were ostentatious 
shows of support for the 
48-year-old Assad, who 
has ruled Syria since 2000, 
when he took over after 
the death of his father, 
Hafez. There was a carni-

Ukraine's minister of inter¬ 
nal affairs said Tuesday

Avakov added that secu¬ 
rity forces in and around 
Slovyansk warned residents 
to remain in their homes. 
The Interfax news agency 
quoted Vyacheslav Pono¬ 
marev, the leader of insur¬ 
gents in Slovyansk, as say¬ 
ing that his men downed a 
Ukrainian jet and a helicop¬ 
ter gunship. The Associated 
Press reported. There was 
no independent confirma¬ 
tion of the claim. 

In Luhansk, separatists be¬ 
gan a siege Tuesday of 


the central command for 
the border guards in the 
Luhansk region, whose 
sprawling border with Rus¬ 
sia presents one of the 
most vexing problems for 
Kiev's new government. 


The building had been the 
scene of a big battle Mon¬ 
day. 

A spokesman for the bor¬ 
der guard service, Oleg 
Slobodyan, said the com¬ 
plex was surrounded by 
separatist fighters, includ¬ 
ing Cossacks, but that the 


shooting had largely sub¬ 
sided. He said the border 
guards trapped inside “had 
high spirits," and had even 
managed to raise a flag. 
But he also said there was 
little that the central border 


service could do to help 
them without support from 
the Ukrainian military, which 
had so far not come to their 
rescue. Ukrainian forces are 
already spread thin, having 
been engaged in an op¬ 
eration in the neighboring 
region of Donetsk. 


Van Velzen said he did not 
know the cause of the fire.

Irish church faces neglect 
over children’s mass grave

DUBLIN (AP) — The Catholic Church in Ireland is facing 
fresh accusations of child neglect after a researcher 
found records for 796 young children believed to be 
buried in a mass grave beside a former orphanage for 
the children of unwed mothers. 

The researcher, Catherine Corless, says her discovery 
of child death records at the Catholic nun-run home 
in Tuam, County Galway, suggests that a former septic 
tank filled with bones is the final resting place for most, 
if not all, of the children. 

Church leaders in Galway, western Ireland, said they 
had no idea so many children who died at the or¬ 
phanage had been buried there, and said they would 
support local efforts to mark the spot with a plaque 
listing all 796 children. 

County Galway death records showed that the chil¬ 
dren, mostly babies and toddlers, died often of sick¬ 
ness or disease in the orphanage during the 35 years it 
operated from 1926 to 1961. The building, which had 
previously been a workhouse for homeless adults, was 
torn down decades ago to make way for new houses. 
A 1944 government inspection recorded evidence of 
malnutrition among some of the 271 children then liv¬ 
ing in the Tuam orphanage alongside 61 unwed moth¬ 
ers. The death records cite sicknesses, diseases, defor¬ 
mities and premature births as causes. This would re¬ 
flect an Ireland that, in the first half of fhe 20th century, 
had one of fhe worst infant mortality rates in Europe, 
with tuberculosis rife. 

Elderly locals recalled that the children attended a lo¬ 
cal school — but were segregated from other pupils — 
until they were adopted or placed, around age 7 or 8, 
into church-run industrial schools that featured unpaid 
labor and abuse. In keeping with Catholic teaching, 
such out-of-wedlock children were denied bapfism 
and, if they died at such facilities, Christian burial. 

It is well documented that throughout Ireland in the 
first half of the 20th century, church-run orphanages 
and workhouses often buried their dead in unmarked 
graves and unconsecrated ground, reflecting how un¬ 
married mothers — derided as “fallen women” in the 
culture of fhe day — typically were ostracized by soci¬ 
ety, even their own families. 

Records indicate that the former Tuam workhouse’s 
septic tank was converted specifically to serve as the 
body disposal site for the orphanage. 

Tuam locals discovered the bone repository in 1975 as 
cement covering the buried tank was broken away. 
Before Corless’ research this year, they believed the 
remains were mostly victims of the mid-19th century 
famine that decimated the population of western 
Ireland. □ 


El-Sissi to Egyptians: ‘Time to work’

CAIRO (AP) — Egypt’s 
president-elect, the for¬ 
mer army chief Abdel- 
Fattah el-Sissi, told Egyp¬ 
tians it is now “time to 
work" to rebuild the 
economy after he was of¬ 
ficially declared the land¬ 
slide winner of last week's 
election, restoring a ca¬ 


reer military man to the 
country's top office. 
Thousands celebrated 
in public squares around 
the country with cheers, 
fireworks and pro-military 
songs after the Election 
Commission officially an¬ 
nounced el-Sissi's victory 
with nearly 97 percent of 
the vote in an election 
that it said saw a turnout 
of just over 47 percent. 
El-Sissi brings Egypt into a 
new phase in its tumultu¬ 
ous drama since the 2011 
pro-democracy uprising 
that ousted autocrat Hos- 


ni Mubarak after 29 years 
in power. The following 
year, Islamist Mohammed 
Morsi became the coun¬ 
try’s first democratically 
elected president, only to 
face massive protests by 
millions against him and 
his Muslim Brotherhood. 
El-Sissi, then the army 
chief, ousted Morsi last 
summer and led a heavy 


crackdown on the Broth¬ 
erhood and other Islamists 
that killed hundreds and 
jailed thousands more. 
The now retired field mar¬ 
shal was elevated to he¬ 
roic status among his sup¬ 
porters, who hailed his 
removal of Islamists and 
saw him as the hope for 
restoring stability after 
three years of turmoil. 
El-Sissi now restores a 
chain of five Egyptian 
presidents of military 
background since the 
1952 coup against the 
monarchy — with Morsi 


the sole exception, not 
counting two interim 
presidents. 

"I am happy the army is 
back to power, and that 
he got rid of the Muslim 
Brotherhood,” cheered 
one of his female sup¬ 
porters, Iman Adly, whose 
face was painted with 
the Egyptian flag, amid 
the celebration in Cairo's 


Tahrir Square. 

But to critics — including 
many activists who led 
the 2011 revolt, known 
as the Jan. 25 Revolution 
— el-Sissi brings fears of a 
return to Mubarak’s au¬ 
tocratic state. Already, 
there have been sharp 
limits put on the right to 
protest, secular dissent¬ 
ers have been arrested, 
reports of police abuses 
have risen, and the pres¬ 
ident-elect himself has 
said many rights must 
take a backseat to restor¬ 
ing stability.Q

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Cuban president Raul Castro quietly turns 83

HAVANA (AP) — Cuban 
President Raul Castro was 
marking his 83rd birthday 
privately Tuesday, a mile¬ 
stone that passed without 
fanfare but served as a re¬ 
minder that his revolution¬ 
ary generation’s time in 
power is limited. 

There was no mention of 
the birthday in official me¬ 
dia. Castro has not made 
a big production of it in the 


past, and several Cubans 
consulted by the AP were 
unaware it was today. 

“I didn't know it was his 
birthday,” said Felipe Rue- 
da, 36. 

“Raul never talks about 
that or throws celebrations, 
and I think that’s good be¬ 
cause it’s something for the 
family, not the state.” 
Castro, who has been in 
power since 2006 when 
his older brother Fidel was 


stricken with a life-threat¬ 
ening illness, has said he in¬ 
tends to remain in office no 
longer than the end of his 
current term in 2018. 

Last year he tapped Miguel 
Diaz-Canel to be his heir- 
apparent. He became the 
first next-generation leader 
to occupy Cuba’s first vice 
presidency. 

Fidel Castro is 87 and rarely 
appears in public. 

But in a sign of how he con¬ 
tinues to cast a long shad¬ 


ow from retirement, the 
front pages of Tuesday’s 
official newspapers carried 
a brief message from him 
about the recent funeral 
of a prominent volleyball 
coach — the first new writ¬ 
ing from Fidel Castro to ap¬ 
pear in several months. 

“Some people noted the 
absence of any wreath 
from us to accompany his 
coffin,” the note said. “I, 
who always admired him 


greatly, did not know of his 
death until several hours 
later.” 

For years after leaving of¬ 
fice, Castro wrote semi¬ 
regular opinion pieces that 
were published across state 
media and read aloud in 
their entirety by TV news 
anchors. 

He said in 2012 that he 
would stop publishing the 
columns, though pieces still 
appear occasionally. 


Cuba agent: US-Taliban prisoner swap a precedent

HAVANA (AP) — The ex¬ 
change of five Taliban de¬ 
tainees at Guantanamo 
for a U.S. Army soldier held 
captive in Afghanistan 
could set a precedent for 
a similar swap with Cuba, a 
Cuban intelligence agent 
who spent years impris¬ 
oned in the United States 
said this week. 

Fernando Gonzalez, who 
returned to the island in 
February after serving more 
than 15 years behind bars 
in the United States, said 
the deal to secure the re¬ 
lease of Sgt. Bowe Berg- 
dahl has a clear parallel 
to the cases of Alan Gross, 
a civilian U.S. government 
subcontractor, and three 
Cuban agents still impris¬ 
oned in the United States. 
“It is obvious that the only 
thing needed is the will on 
the part of the U.S. govern¬ 
ment to bring about that 
swap or exchange,” Gon¬ 
zalez said in his first news 
conference back in Ha¬ 


vana. “This latest develop¬ 
ment makes that clear.” 
U.S. State Department 
spokeswoman Jen Psaki 
said Washington remains 
committed to winning re¬ 
lease for any American 
citizens held overseas, 
but suggested that Gross’ 
case is not comparable to 
that of a uniformed soldier 
captured in a war zone. 
U.S. officials have publicly 
been cool to the idea of a 
swap involving fhe Cuban 
agents for Gross. 

“Nothing has changed in 
that case now,” Psaki said. 
Gross was arrested in Cuba 
in 2009 while working to set 
up hard-to-detect Internet 
networks for fhe island’s 
tiny Jewish community as 
part of a U.S. government 
development contract. He 
says his actions posed no 
threat to the Cuban state. 
But Havana considers such 
programs to be an affront 
to its sovereignty, and he 
was sentenced to 15 years. 
Havana has said repeat¬ 
edly it wants to sit down 


with Washington to nego¬ 
tiate the fate of Gross and 
the three members of the 
so-called Cuban Five who 
remain imprisoned in the 


United States. The agents 
were arrested in 1998 and 
convicted on charges 
including espionage, al¬ 
though Cuba argues that

Marino says he’s 
withdrawing from 
concussion suit 

MIAMI (AP) — Hall of Fame 
quarterback Dan Marino 
says he inadvertently be¬ 
came a plaintiff in a con¬ 
cussion lawsuit against the 
NFL and is withdrawing im¬ 
mediately. 

Marino said he doesn’t suf¬ 
fer any effects from head 
injuries. 

“Within the last year I au¬ 
thorized a claim to be filed 
on my behalf, just in case 
I needed future medical 
coverage to protect me 
and my family in the event 
I later suffered from the 
effects of head trauma,” 
Marino said in a statement 
Tuesday. “I did not real¬ 
ize I would be automati¬ 
cally listed as a plaintiff. ... 

I have made the decision 
it is not necessary for me to 
be part of any claims or this 
lawsuit, and therefore I am 
withdrawing as a plaintiff." 
Marino's withdrawal costs 
the litigants a high-profile 
plaintiff. He was by far the 
best-known of 15 former 
players who filed a lawsuit 
in federal court in Philadel¬ 
phia last week. 

They joined more than 
4,800 others who allege 
the NFL misled players 
about the long-term dan¬ 
gers of concussions. The 
league has denied those 
allegations. “I am sympa¬ 
thetic to other players who 
are seeking relief who may 
have suffered head inju¬ 
ries,” Marino, 52, said in his 
statement. The NFL and the 
original group of players 
agreed on a $765 million 
settlement last August, but 
that deal was rejected by 
a federal judge in January. 
Marino spent his entire 17- 
year career with the Miami 
Dolphins and retired as the 
most prolific passer in NFL 
history. He worked as an 
analyst for CBS from 2002 
to 2013 but wasn’t retained 
for this season. □

PARIS (AP) — This is what 
Maria Sharapova does. 
She digs herself a big hole 
in a match, then figures a 
way out, no matter what it 
takes. 

She hits shots left-handed. 
Takes her time between 
points. Pumps her fists and 
screams “Come on!” after 
her opponent’s mistakes. 
And wins. 

Did it in the fourth round at 
the French Open, turning 
things around by winning 
the last nine games. Did 
it Tuesday, too, reeling off 
nine of the last 10 games to 
put together a 1-6, 7-5, 6-1 
victory over 35th-ranked 
Garbine Muguruza of Spain 
that put 2012 champion 
Sharapova in the semifinals 
at Roland Garros for fhe 
fourth consecutive year. 
“When you just don’t feel 
like anything is going your 
way, you want to try to find 
a little door to get into,” 
Sharapova said. “Once 
you start feeling, you know, 
like you got your foot in the 
door, then it's a little bit 
easier.” 

After beating one 20-year- 
old, Sharapova now faces 
another, 18th-seeded Eug¬ 
enie Bouchard of Canada, 
who earned a semifinal 
spot for the second straight 
Grand Slam tournament. 
Like Sharapova, Bouchard 
was not fazed by falling 
behind in the quarterfinals. 
Bouchard trailed 5-2 in the 
first set, and 4-1 in the third, 
but beat No. 14 Carla Su¬ 



arez Navarro of Spain 7-6 
(4), 2-6, 7-5. 

“I’m just proud," Bouchard 
said, “of the way I stayed 
in there.” 

Tuesday’s men’s quarterfi¬ 
nals offered far less infrigue. 
No. 2 Novak Djokovic kepf 
up his bid to complete 
a career Grand Slam by 
muting Milos Raonic's 
dangerous serve and de¬ 
feating the eighth-seeded

Sunlight encourages the 
production of white blood 
cells to boost the immune 
system and fight infection. 
UV rays from the sun act 
as a natural antiseptic, 
helping to combat viruses 
and bacteria. A little UV 
light eases common skin 
problems including acne, 
dermatitis and psoriasis. 
Most skin complaints are 
caused by over-sensitivi¬ 
ty. The sun’s UV rays help 
to combat this sensitivity. 
Not seeing sunlight for pro¬ 
longed periods, like during 
grey skies of winter can 
cause Seasonal Affected 
Disorder (SAD), where the 
person can feel “sad” or 
depressed. The sun even 
promotes the release of 
proteins, which makes your 
body’s use of oxygen more 
effective, helping heart at¬ 
tack patients survive lon¬ 
ger.

Melatonin levels 
rise when the sun goes 
down to help you sleep. 
Levels then drop, when 
the sun rises, waking you 
up. Insomnia and irregu¬ 
lar sleep patterns tend im¬ 
prove in the summer when 
we are exposed to more 
sunlight. Are you guilty of 
staying up late with artifi¬ 
cial lighting, or do you work 
late shifts, thus messing up 
your body’s natural sleep 
cycle? If melatonin levels 
are not working correctly, 
it affects your body's abil¬ 
ity to make vitamin D. 
Vitamin D is called the 
“sunshine vitamin” be¬ 
cause it can be made in 
the skin from exposure to 
sunlight. We assume that 
those of us, who live in 
sunny climates, have ad¬ 
equate vitamin D produc¬ 
tion. However, when we 
make assumptions, we're 
limiting ourselves to a nar¬ 
row view of things. Vitamin 
D is vital both for healfhy 
bones and preventing rick¬ 
ets, a childhood disorder in 
which bones become soft 
and prone to fractures and 
deformity. Another benefit 
from Vitamin D - it fights 
viruses naturally. Vitamin 
D is actually a group of 
hormones responsible for 
enhancing absorption of 
calcium, iron, magnesium, 
phosphate and zinc. In hu¬ 
mans, the most important 
compounds in this group 



are vitamin D3 and vitamin 
D2. 

In my constant search to 
stay current and improve 
the health of my family and 
patients, I read many stud¬ 
ies that said an estimated 
1 billion people world¬ 
wide, across all ethnicities 
and age groups have a 
vitamin D deficiency! This 
pandemic of vifamin D de¬ 
ficiency has mainly been 
attributed to lifestyle and 
environmental factors that 
reduce exposure to sun¬ 
light, which is required for 
ultraviolet-B (UVB)-induced 
vitamin D production in the 
skin. 

Dark skin absorbs more UVB 
in the melanin of their skin 
than light skin does. This 
means more sun exposure 
is required to produce the 
same amount of vitamin D.

Per¬ 
sonally, I recommend test¬ 
ing your vitamin D status 
first, then with results, when 
deficient supplementing 
with up to 5000 IU of a high 
quality vitamin D; then test¬ 
ing again after three to six 
months. Doing this, I have 
achieved positive results.

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Volume of encrpted email rising amid spying fears

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 

— The volume of email 
cloaked in encryption 
technology is rapidly ris¬ 
ing as Google, Yahoo, 
Facebook and other ma¬ 
jor Internet companies try 
to shield their users' on¬ 
line communications from 
government spies and 
other snoops. 

Google and other com¬ 
panies are now automati¬ 
cally encrypting all email, 
but that doesn’t ensure 
confidentiality unless the 
recipients' email provider 
also adopts the technol¬ 
ogy. 

In an analysis released 
Tuesday, Google Inc. said 
that about 65 percent of 
the messages sent by its 
Gmail users are encrypted 
while delivered, mean¬ 
ing the recipient’s email 
provider also supports the 
technology. That's up from 
39 percent in December. 
Incoming communiques 
to Gmail are less secure. 
Only 50 percent of them 
encrypted while in transit, 
up from 27 percent in De¬ 
cember. 

Encryption reduces the 
chances that email can 
be read by interlopers. The 
technology transforms the 
text into coding that looks 
like gibberish until it arrives 
at its destination. 

Google and other Inter¬ 
net services rely on a form 
of encryption known as 
Transport Layer Security, 
or TLS. Security experts say 
that encryption method 
isn’t as secure as other op¬ 
tions. But encryption that 
is tougher to crack is also 
more complicated to use. 
Gmail, with more than 425 
million accounts world¬ 
wide, was one of the first 
free email services to em¬ 
brace TLS. Yahoo, Face- 
book and AOL also are 
encrypting their email 
services. Microsoft Corp., 
whose stable of email 
services includes the Out¬ 
look, MSN and Hotmail 
domains, has started en¬ 
crypting many accounts 
as part of transition that 
won't be completed until 
later this year. 

Less than half of the cor¬ 
respondence from a Ho¬ 


tmail account to Gmail 
isn't encrypted as of late 
May, Google said. Secu¬ 
rity is even worse at Com- 
cast.net and Verizon.net, 
where less than 1 percent 
of the traffic coming to 
and from Gmail is encrypt¬ 
ed, according to Google. 
The Google report comes 
a year after the first wave 
of media reports about the 
U.S. government's intru¬ 
sive techniques to monitor 
online communications 
and other Internet activity. 
The National Security Ad¬ 
ministration says its online 
surveillance focused on 
people living outside the 
U.S. as the agency tried to 
defuse threats of terrorism. 
After lashing out at the 
government spying, 
Google and other Inter¬ 
net companies began en¬ 
crypting email and other 
online services in an at¬ 
tempt to reassure users 
worried about their priva¬ 
cy. The Internet compa¬ 
nies are hoping their efforts 
to thwart government sur¬ 
veillance will make Web 
surfers feel comfortable 
enough to continue to visit 
their services. The compa¬ 
nies make more money 
from online ads if their au¬ 
diences keep growing. 
Edward Snowden, the 
former NSA contractor 
who leaked documents 
revealing the online es¬ 
pionage, is among critics 


who believe the encryp¬ 
tion methods deployed by 
Google and it peers are in¬ 
adequate. In a March ap¬

TOKYO (AP) — Sony Corp. 
is pulling the plug on its 
hand-held PlayStation 
Portable video game ma¬ 
chine after 10 years.

Like many privacy ac¬ 
tivists, Snowden prefers 
“end-to-end” encryption, 
a more complicated step 
that requires a key to de¬ 
crypt the information con¬ 
tained in emails.

Google hopes to make 
end-to-end encryption 
easier by releasing an 
extension for its Chrome 
browser later this year.

Stocks edge lower, pulling back from record highs

NEW YORK (AP) — The stock 
market fell slightly Tuesday, 
pulling back from record 
highs the day before. 
Hillshire Brands jumped as a 
bidding war for the compa¬ 
ny heated up, while Krispy 
Kreme Doughnuts plunged 
after issuing a disappoint¬ 
ing forecast. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average dropped 21.29 
points, or 0.1 percent, to 
16,722.34. The Standard & 
Poor's 500 index fell 0.73 
points, or 0.04 percent, to 
1,924.24 and the Nasdaq 
composite fell 3.12 points, 
or 0.1 percent, to 4,234.08. 
Even with Tuesday’s de¬ 
cline, the direction for the 
stock market the last two 
weeks has been up. The 
S&P 500 and Dow have fall¬ 
en just three times in the last 
12 sessions. 

Deli meat and hotdog 
maker Hillshire Brands rose 
$5.08, or 9.5 percent, to 
$58.65. 

Two companies — Pilgrim’s 
Pride and Tyson Foods — 
are in a bidding war to buy 
Hillshire. The company said 
it will hold separate talks 
with the companies after 
Pilgrim's Pride raised its bid 
for Hillshire to $55 a share, 
$5 more than what Tyson 
Foods offered last week. 


Hillshire’s closing stock price 
of more than $58 is a sign 
that investors believe Pil¬ 
grim’s Pride and Tyson are 
willing to offer much more 
for Hillshire. 

Meanwhile, the stock of 
the suitors fell. Tyson slipped 
$1.32, or 3 percent, to 
$42.08 and Pilgrim’s Pride 
declined 58 cents, or 2.2 
percent, 25.34. 

It’s been a quiet week so 
far, with summer setting in 
and trading slowing down. 
Investors had one piece of 
economic data to interpret 
Tuesday. Orders to U.S. fac¬ 
tories rose for a third con¬ 
secutive month in April, the 
latest evidence that manu¬ 
facturing was regaining 
momentum after a harsh 
winter. Factory orders rose 
0.7 percent in April, better 
than the 0.5 percent rise 
that economists expected. 
The factory orders data 
was the third manufactur¬ 
ing report in two days. On 
Monday, reports on U.S. 
and Chinese manufactur¬ 
ing activity came in above 
expectations. That helped 
send both the Dow and 
S&P 500 to record highs for 
the second straight trading 
day. The S&P 500 closed at 
an all-time high of 1,924.97 
that day, while the Dow 
ended at 16,743.63. 

“The economic data here 


continues to get incremen¬ 
tally better,” said Quincy 
Krosby, a market strategist 
for Prudential Financial. 
“But Friday's jobs report is 
the big number this week. 
On that day, investors will 
get the May U.S. jobs re¬ 
port. Economists expect 
that companies hired 


220,000 workers last month, 
and that the unemploy¬ 
ment rate remained steady 
at 6.3 percent, according 


to FactSet. On Thursday, 
European Central Bank will 
announce its latest interest 
rate policy decision. 

In the market for U.S. gov¬ 
ernment bonds, the yield 
on the 10-year Treasury 
rose to 2.60 percent from 
2.53 percent late Monday. 
In company news: 


— Krispy Kreme slumped 
after the doughnut chain 
cut its earnings forecast for 
this year, citing higher costs 


and fewer sales than previ¬ 
ously estimated. The com¬ 
pany's stock fell $2.81, or 15 
percent, to $16.19. 

— General Motors and 
Ford rose modestly Tues¬ 
day, after each reported 
a rise in sales of cars and 
trucks last month. GM had 
a 13-percent sales increase 


from a year earlier, despite 
the bad publicity over the 
company's ignition switch 
recall.

US home price gains slow 
in April amid tepid sales

WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. 
home prices rose in April 
compared with a year ear-

Data provider CoreLogic 
said Tuesday that prices 
rose 10.5 percent in April 
from 12 months earlier. 
That is a healthy gain, but 
it is down from March's 11.1 
percent increase and Feb¬ 
ruary's 12.2 percent rise. 

On a month-to-month 
basis, April prices rose 2.1 
percent. But CoreLogic's 
monthly figures aren't ad¬ 
justed for seasonal pat¬ 
terns, such as warmer 
spring weather. 

Higher mortgage rates, 
tight credit and a limited 
supply of available homes 
have slowed the housing 
recovery. Sales of existing 
homes ticked up in April 
after falling to a 20-month 
low in March. They were still 


6.8 percent lower than a 
year ago. 

Prices rose in the 12 months 
ending in April in every 
state, CoreLogic said. The 
states with the biggest 
price gains were Califor¬ 
nia, 15.6 percent; Nevada, 

14.8 percent; Hawaii, 14.1 
percent; Oregon, 11.8 per¬ 
cent; and Michigan, 11.3 
percent. 

Ninety-five of the 100 larg¬ 
est metro areas reported 
higher prices in April com¬ 
pared with a year earlier. 
The five that did not record 
an increase were: Hartford, 
Connecticut; Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin; Little Rock, Ar¬ 
kansas; Worcester, Massa¬ 
chusetts; and New Haven, 
Connecticut. 


Nationwide, home prices 
are still 14.3 percent below 
the peak they reached in 
April 2006, when the hous¬ 
ing bubble began to de¬ 
flate. But in 23 states, prices 
are at or within 10 percent 
of their previous peaks, ac¬ 
cording to CoreLogic’s fig¬ 
ures. 

Housing began to recover 
in 2012, but sales of exist¬ 
ing homes stalled after 
mortgage rates jumped 
last spring. Most econo¬ 
mists forecast that sales will 
barely rise this year from 
2013’s pace of 5.1 million. 
Sluggish sales, in turn, will 
slow annual price gains this 
year to roughly 5 percent 
or 6 percent, economists 
predict. 
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Visa to label prepaid cards that have lower fees 


NEW YORK (AP) — Visa 
wants to make it easier for 
people to spot a cheaper 
prepaid card. 

The payment processor 
said it will put labels on 
packages of cards that 
meet a new set of stan¬ 
dards it unveiled Tuesday. 
Those standards include 
a flat monthly fee and no 
hidden charges. Compa¬ 
nies that issue Visa prepaid 
cards will have to apply for 


the new label, and the pro¬ 
gram is voluntary. It could 
take up to a year before 
the seal of approval starts 
showing up on packaging. 
Prepaid cards are mainly 
aimed at people without 
checking accounts. The 
cards allow people to pay 
bills, receive direct depos¬ 
its and swipe it like a debit 
card in stores. 

But critics have said some 
cards aren't clear about 


what they charge, even at¬ 
tracting attention from the 
Consumer Financial Pro¬ 
tection Bureau. The federal 
agency is currently testing 
fee disclosures that it may 
propose on prepaid card 
packaging. 

Visa hopes its new label 
will push card issuers to be 
more transparent and low¬ 
er fees. To receive the label, 
the card must have no fees 
for declined transactions, 


calling customer service, 
paying at a cash register, 
using in-network ATMs or for 
getting cash back at a reg¬ 
ister. The cards also must 
be insured by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corp. or 
the National Credit Union 
Administration. They will 
also have Visa’s fraud pro¬ 
tection. The new standards 
were developed with the 
Center for Financial Servic¬ 
es Innovation and The Pew 


Charitable Trusts. 

Visa hasn’t come up with 
a new name for the la¬ 
bel yet, said Cecilia Frew, 
who oversees its prepaid 
card business. Since card 
issuers need to apply to re¬ 
ceive the label, it could be 
nine to 12 months before 
Visa starts awarding them. 
The new label is only for U.S. 
cards. Visa has 25,000 pre¬ 
paid card partners around 
the world. □ 


Hillshire Brands to talk with Tyson, Pilgrim’s Pride

NEW YORK (AP) — Hillshire 
Brands says it will hold sep¬ 
arate talks with Pilgrim’s 
Pride and Tyson Foods, as 
the two meat processing 
heavyweights engage in a 
bidding war for the maker 
of Jimmy Dean sausages 
and Ball Park hot dogs. 

The announcement by 
Hillshire comes a day after 
Pilgrim’s Pride raised its bid 
to $55 per share, or $6.8 
billion, from $45 per share. 
That tops Tyson's offer of 
$50 per share, or $6.2 bil¬ 
lion, made last week. 

Those values are based on 
Hillshire’s 123 million shares 
outstanding. Pilgrim’s Pride 
puts the total value of its 
new bid at $7.7 billion. Ty¬ 
son Foods values its pro¬ 
posal at $6.8 billion, includ¬ 
ing debt. 

The takeover bids by Pil¬ 
grim's Pride and Tyson 
Foods are being driven by 
the desirability of brand- 
name, convenience 

products like Jimmy Dean 
breakfast sandwiches. 
Those types of products 
are more profitable than 
fresh meat, such as chick¬ 
en breasts, where there 
isn't as much wiggle room 
to pad prices. 


While Pilgrim’s Pride and Ty¬ 
son both sell such products, 
their businesses have been 
more focused on supplying 
supermarkets and restau¬ 


rant chains. 

Both offers are contingent 
on Hillshire abandoning its 
plan to acquire Pinnacle 
Foods Inc., which makes 


Birds Eye frozen vegetables 
and Wish-Bone salad dress¬ 
ings. Some investors had 
questioned the wisdom of 
that deal, given the out¬ 


dated image of some of 
Pinnacle's brands and 
the differences in the two 
companies’ product port¬ 
folios. 

In its statement issued 
Tuesday, Hillshire noted 
that it can’t just scrap its 
deal with Pinnacle. But a 
term in Hillshire’s deal with 
Pinnacle allows it to con¬ 
sider alternative proposals 
that would be superior for 
stockholders. 

Pilgrim's Pride has said it 
would pay the $163 million 
breakup fee to call off the 
deal between Hillshire and 
Pinnacle. 

Hillshire, based in Chicago, 
had been trying to diversify 
its own portfolio by mov¬ 
ing into other areas of the 
supermarket with the $4.23 
billion acquisition of Pin¬ 
nacle. 

Based in Greeley, Colo¬ 
rado, Pilgrim's Pride Corp. 
is owned by Brazilian meat 
giant JBS. 

Tyson Foods Inc., the big¬ 
gest U.S. meat processor, 
is based in Springdale, Ar¬ 
kansas. 

Shares of Hillshire Brands 
rose $4.93, or 9.2 percent, 
to $58.50 before the mar¬ 
ket open.Q 


Citing wireless trends, AT&T raises sales outlook 


NEW YORK (AP) — AT&T 
boosted its full-year rev¬ 
enue forecast Tuesday, cit¬ 
ing strong wireless trends. 
The company said it ex¬ 
pects a second-quarter 
net addition of more than 
800,000 in “post-paid” 
plans. Those are high-value 
customers who have con¬ 


tracts or long-term install¬ 
ment plans. It's also 175,000 
more than the number 
added during the previous 
quarter. 

AT&T also said it foresees 
second-quarter Next smart¬ 
phone sales of about 3.2 
million. Next is an install¬ 
ment plan that permits 


frequent phone upgrades. 
Although customers in the 
installment plan aren't 
locked into traditional two- 
year service contracts, 
they pay the entire cost of 
phones in installments. As a 
result, AT&T doesn’t have 
to pay hundreds of dollars 
per customer in subsidies. In 


return, customers can get a 
new phone as often as ev¬ 
ery year instead of every 
other year. 

The Dallas communications 
company now anticipates 
a full-year revenue increase 
in “the 5 percent range,” a 
percentage point greater 
than it forecast in April and 


much better than its initial 
guidance of 2 percent to 3 
percent growth. 

AT&T also reiterated its out¬ 
look for full-year adjusted 
earnings-per-share growth 
at the low end of the mid¬ 
single digit range. 

Shares of AT&T Inc. fell slight¬ 
ly in premarket trading.Q

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Airlines Test Devices to Cut Down on Missing Luggage

David Deeble opened his 
suitcase and realized that 
his machete was missing. 
So was the plunger, the 
stuffed rabbit and the jug¬ 
gling pins - not to mention 
his clothes. 

A comedic juggler for a 
cruise line, Deeble dis¬ 
covered six hours before 
the ship’s departure from 
Singapore that he had 
grabbed the wrong black 
wheeled bag on his way 
out of the airport. 

As luggage has become 
increasingly indistinguish¬ 
able, travelers have tried 
ever more ways to set their 
bags apart, like tying bright 
ribbons on the handle or 
slapping on fluorescent 
stickers on the side. 

Now, some companies 
and airlines are develop¬ 
ing a digital alternative to 
the paper tag, not only to 
find lost bags but also to 
make check-in quicker. 
Last year, British Airways 
conducted tests on a digi¬ 
tal tag. The airline hopes 
to have it available to cus¬ 
tomers by the end of this 
year, a spokeswoman said 
via email. 


“The device is designed 
to create a hassle-free 
check-in experience,” 
she said. “It will save them 
time at the airport. The per¬ 
sonalized digital bag tag 


changes with the swipe of 
a smartphone to upload 
the traveler's next desti¬ 
nation.” Air France-KLM is 
working with FastTrack Co., 


a technology firm based in 
London and Amsterdam, 
on a tracking system that 
works through a smart¬ 
phone app. 

“Our aim is to take the 


stress out of travel and put 
you in control of your bag,” 
said David van Floytema, a 
co-founder of FastTrack. 
The system consists of two 
devices. A digital luggage 
tag will replace a paper 
version. A tracking device 
goes inside a bag and 
tells the owner its location 
through a smartphone 
app, using Bluetooth when 
a traveler's phone is near 
the bag, and GPS and 
GSM cellular technology 
when Bluetooth is out of 
range. Van Hoytema said 
travelers would be able to 
use the devices together 
or independently. Travel¬ 
ers flying any airline would 
be able to use the tracking 
device. Air France hopes to 
have it available to travel¬ 
ers by the end of fhis year, 
said Carole Peyfavin, fhe 
airline’s customer experi¬ 
ence director for medium- 
haul activities. 

Airbus is working on a suit¬ 
case with an embedded 
digital luggage tag that 
uses a cellular connection 
plus GPS for tracking. The 
device, called Bag2Go, is 
expected to be available 
in the near future. 

The airline industry hopes 
it could help ease what is 
one of the biggest head¬ 


aches of air travel - the lost 
bag. Airbus estimates that 
some 26 million bags are 
lost every year. While most 
are misdirected, airlines 
and customers say that a 


portion, even if small, are 
taken by mistake. 

“We absolutely receive 
reports that that occurs,” 
said Brian Parrish, a South¬ 
west Airlines spokesman, 
characterizing the rate of 
mix-ups as “a very small 
percentage of our cus¬ 
tomer-reported incidents” 
of bags that fail to appear 
at a traveler's destination. 
A JetBlue spokeswoman 
echoed Parrish’s com¬ 
ment. “While we are not 
able to release figures, we 
did some research and 
found this does happen 
from time to time,” the 
spokeswoman, Tamara 
Young, said in an email. 
Since it does occur, the air¬ 
lines are looking for a way 
to reduce the incidence of 
such mix-ups. 

“Because many bags 
look alike, we encourage 
customers to check their 
claim check number when 
they pick up their bag,” a 
United Airlines spokesman, 
Charles Hobart, said via 
email. 

But the advice is not al¬ 
ways heeded. 

Another passenger took a 
bag owned by Ric Fleisher, 
an entrepreneur, when he 
flew to London to speak at 
a conference. □ 
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Ric Fleisher, who bought a bright blue suitcase after another airline passenger walked off with a 
previous less distinctive bag, in New York. Fliers have long tried many ways to set similar bags 
apart. Now, some companies are developing digital alternatives.

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Amazon ruins await adventurous World Cup visitors

PARICATUBA, Brazil (AP) — 

If Hollywood were to set 
a psychological thriller in 
the Amazon rainforest, the 
haunting Paricatuba Ru¬ 
ins would be the perfect 
backdrop. 

Massive root structures poke 
through the foundations of 
the once-stately neo-clas¬ 
sical edifice, across the Rio 
Negro from the jungle me¬ 
tropolis of Manaus, one of 
the cities set to host World 
Cup matches. 

Tourists arriving for soccer's 
premier event are unlikely 
to stumble upon the ruins. 
There is virtually no signage 
pointing toward the site. It 
can be reached only by 
boat or by car for those 
who cross a new bridge 
spanning the Rio Negro 
and endure an hour-long 
ride over bumpy dirt roads. 
Those living near Paricatu¬ 
ba, however, hope the jun¬ 
gle enshrouded villa will at¬ 
tract the more adventurous 
travelers among the 52,000 
or so foreigners expected 
to descend Manaus for the 
matches featuring the U.S., 
England, Italy, Switzerland, 
Croatia, Cameroon, Portu¬ 
gal and Honduras. 

Tree trunks braid around 
crumbling bricks and 
shards of fancy tile work. 
Pythons and iguanas make 
their homes in the carpet of 
waist-high brush. 

It was built in 1898 at the 
height of the region’s rub¬ 
ber boom, which briefly 
transformed Manaus into 


one of the richest cities in 
the world. The sprawling 
villa was initially intended 
to house the Italian immi¬ 
grants who arrived to work 
in the rubber trade. 

The building's decline over 
the next century mirrored 
that of Manaus, which af¬ 
ter the rubber boom went 
bust, slipped into a long 
period of decadence and 
decay. 

After the Italian migration 
dried up, the villa housed 
an art school run by French 


priests. Then it became a 
penitentiary. Then a leper 
colony, before simply be¬ 
ing abandoned to the trop¬ 
ical elements. 

The roof caved in, and the 
vegetation took over. Dur¬ 
ing mango season, the 
ground becomes slick with 
the fruit’s rotting pulp. The 
thud of falling watermelon¬ 
sized jackfruits punctuates 
the eerie silence of the 
place. 

Today, it is open for all who 
wish to visit. There is no 
charge to roam the ruins. 
The cost of a boat or car 
ride to the spot depends 
upon the whim of the cap¬ 
tain or driver. 

Children of the tiny village 
of Paricatuba, which grew 
up around the villa, use the 
ruins as a spot for energetic 


games of barefoot soccer 
or to scare themselves silly. 
Teenagers come here to 
make out, and older peo¬ 
ple to get drunk. 

Darker things, too, are said 
to take place inside these 
crumbling walls. 

“It's full of ghosts and 
bones," said Alice Lopes 
da Silva, an 8-year-old girl 
who was among a pack of 
local kids leading an unof¬ 
ficial tour of the building. 
There’s the room fitted out 
with rusting, vine-engulfed 
bars that once kept prison¬ 
ers in check. There’s a for¬ 
mer bathroom with spooky 
red streaks along one of the 
walls and a straw broom 
leaning in the corner— left 
there, one of the kids sug¬ 
gested, by a witch. There’s 
the spot where, legend 


has it, lepers’ bodies were 
burned. 

If World Cup visitors do 
make the effort to visit the 
ruins, they need not wor¬ 
ry about finding a guide. 
Packs of schoolchildren 
eagerly greet new visitors, 
excited by the chance to 
show travelers their unique 
playground. 

“Just follow me,” said 
8-year-old Silva as she 
pulled back a rope of vines 
to open a path for visitors.

BANGKOK (AP) — The 

three-finger salute from 
the Hollywood movie “The 
Hunger Games” is be¬ 
ing used as a real symbol 
of resistance in Thailand. 
Protesters against the mili¬ 
tary coup are flashing the 
gesture as a silent act of 
rebellion, and they’re be¬ 
ing threatened with arrest 
if they ignore warnings to 
stop. 

Thailand’s military rulers say 
they were monitoring the 
new form of opposition to 
the coup. Reporters wit¬ 
nessed the phenomenon 
and individuals were cap¬ 
tured on film making the 
raised-arm salute. 

“Raising three fingers has 
become a symbol in call¬ 
ing for fundamental politi¬ 
cal rights,” said anti-coup 
activist Sombat Boonn- 
gam-anong on his Face- 
book page. He called on 
people to raise “3 fingers, 3 
times a day” — at 9 a.m., 1 
p.m. and 5 p.m. — in safe 
public places where no 
police or military are pres¬ 
ent. 

The gesture emerged over 
the weekend as protesters 
joined small flash mobs, or 


stood alone, flashing three 
fingers in the air. 

“We know it comes from 
the movie, and let’s say 
it represents resistance 


against the authorities,” 
Col. Weerachon Sukhond- 
hapatipak, a spokesman 
for the junta, told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 


“If a single individual raises 
three fingers in the air, we 
are not going to arrest him 
or her," he said. “But if it is 
a political gathering of five 
people or more, then we 
will have to take some ac¬ 
tion.” 

“If it persists, then we will 
have to make an arrest,” 
he said. 

In “The Hunger Games" 
movie series and book tril¬ 
ogy, the salute symbolizes 
rebellion against totalitar¬ 
ian rule, signifying thanks, 
admiration and goodbye 
to a loved one. But Thai 
protesters gave varying ex¬ 
planations. Some cited the 
French Revolution’s trin¬ 
ity of values: liberty, equal¬ 
ity, fraternity. Others said it 
means freedom, election 
and democracy. 

A photo montage circulat¬ 
ing online paired a picture 
from “The Hunger Games" 
with a graphic of three fin¬ 
gers labeled, 1. No Coup, 
2. Liberty, 3. Democracy. 
While the strife-imitating- 
art nature of the phenom¬ 
enon is extraordinary, it's 
not unprecedented. Other 
examples of pop culture 
symbols being used to ex¬ 
press political sentiments 
include Occupy protesters 
wearing the Guy Fawkes 


mask from the “V for Ven¬ 
detta” movie. The practice 
of tying a yellow ribbon as 
a symbol of support for hos¬ 
tages, missing soldiers or 
prisoners was popularized 
in part by the song “Tie a 
Yellow Ribbon Round the 
Ole Oak Tree” that topped 
the charts in 1973. 

“The Hunger Games” films 
have been popular in 
Thailand, but not unusu¬ 
ally so. The last film, “The 
Hunger Games: Catching 
Fire” made $3.3 million last 
year, which ranked eighth 
among 2013 releases. 
The 2012 film “The Hunger 
Games” made $2.1 million, 
ranking 17th that year. 

A spokesman for the film 
distributor Lionsgate said 
the company was aware 
of the Thai protest but had 
no comment. 

Human Rights Watch's 
Asia director Brad Adams 
decried the junta’s threat 
against the peaceful sa¬ 
lute, saying the “Thai mili¬ 
tary’s assault on basic hu¬ 
man rights has apparently 
grown to not only target 
peaceful protesters, but 
now also silent ones as well 
— since now just holding 
up an arm with a three- 
finger salute is enough to 
earn the junta's ire."0 


‘Breaking Bad’ leads 
popularity of TV on Twitter

NEW YORK (AP) — AMC’s 
“Breaking Bad” is the 
champion of a new televi¬ 
sion metric: more second- 
screen activity on Twitter 


than any other TV series this 
past season. 

The Nielsen company, for 
the first time, is measur¬ 
ing how many people are 
reading tweets about par¬ 
ticular TV programs the 


night they are on the air. 
“Breaking Bad,” the drug¬ 
dealing drama starring 
Bryan Cranston, is the ini¬ 
tial champion, with an av¬ 
erage of 6 million people 
seeing tweets during each 
episode and the three 
hours both before and af¬ 
ter, Nielsen said Monday. 
Last September’s action- 
packed series finale hit 9.1 
million, boosting the season 
average. 

The new measurement 
coincides both with an in¬ 
creased interest in consum¬ 
er second-screen activ¬ 
ity and an agreement be¬ 
tween Nielsen and Twitter 
last summer that the long¬ 
time television measure¬ 
ment company would be¬ 
gin following tweets, too.Q 


Another AMC series, “The 
Walking Dead," came in 
second with an average 
of 5.17 million people see¬ 
ing tweets about each 
episode. Three ABC series 

— “The Bachelor,” "Scan¬ 
dal” and “Dancing With 
the Stars” — finished in the 
top 10 of the new measure¬ 
ment. 

By contrast, people who 
watched television’s most 
popular scripted show this 
season — “NCIS" on CBS 

— were more interested 
in watching than in social 
media. Nielsen said 246,000 
people saw a tweet about 
the show during a typical 
episode. 

For individual events, the 
Super Bowl and Oscars led 
the way, just as each year 


both events generally have 
more viewers than anything 
else on television. Nielsen 
said 15.3 million people 
saw tweets about football’s 
championship game be¬ 
tween Seattle and Denver, 
and 13.9 million saw Acad¬ 
emy Awards tweets. 

The Oscars had more than 
1 billion impressions, mean¬ 
ing the average Twitter user 
who followed the awards 
show saw an average of 75 
tweets. 

The Grammys, however, 
eclipsed the Oscars in terms 
of the number of tweets 
actually sent out by people 
(13.8 million to 11.2 million), 
Nielsen said. 

A Univision program, “Nues- 
tra Belleza Latina,” had the 
busiest Twitter followers. □

A Past Not Past

WASHINGTON - As I walk up to 
Bobby Van’s Steakhouse to meet 
Gerry Adams, I’m surprised to see 
him sitting alone outside. Wearing 
a dark three-piece tweed suit with 
a green ribbon on the lapel, the 
alleged terrorist on the terrace is 
calmly reading some papers. 

As is his practice, he has his back 
to the wall so he can see what’s 
coming. Still, given the new death 
threats sparked by his detention in 
connection with a gruesome 1972 
case - the IRA’s torture and exe¬ 
cution of Jean McConville, a wid¬ 
owed mother of 10 suspected of 
being a British informer - it seems 
pretty blase. 

“I need some fresh air,” he ex¬ 
plains, his Belfast burr turning “air” 
to “ire,” an inadvertent pun. 
Adams believes that he was ar¬ 
rested because his enemies in 
Britain and within the Northern 
Ireland police force were trying to 
stir enough ire against him to hurt 
the party he leads, Sinn Fein, in the 
elections just held in Ireland. Some 
believe there is a secret cadre 
within the British security appa¬ 
ratus known as “the 12 Apostles” 
who have pledged to bring down 
Adams and the peace process - 
with improved forensics. Conspir¬ 
acy or no, the case dramatized 
Ireland’s struggle to choose be¬ 
tween peace and justice. In a na¬ 
tion where the past drags at the 
future and where neighborhoods 
and schools are still religiously seg¬ 
regated, bygones are impossible. 
McConville’s children, who were 
scattered to foster homes and 
orphanages, want vengeance. 
Adams’ friends, like Niall O’Dowd, 
an Irish publisher in New York, 
fear that a politically motivated 
prosecution would collapse the 
peace process. “The IRA did ter¬ 
rible things, and so did the other 
side,” O’Dowd said. “Choosing a 
hierarchy of hate elevating one 
crime above all others is not the 
solution. Adams is not above the 
law, but he’s equal in the law.” 
Despite - or because of - the ar¬ 
rest, Sinn Fein (“Ourselves Alone”) 
did remarkably well, making 
unprecedented inroads in the 
middle-class and leafy suburbs of 
Dublin, where Sinn Fein sightings 
used to be as rare as hen’s teeth. 
Adams has done something that 
Michael Collins was murdered try¬ 
ing to do. He has made the “terri¬ 
ble beauty” transition from armed 
resistance to political power. “He 
is as close to a Mandela as Ireland 
has produced - from alleged ter¬ 
rorist to freedom fighter to politi¬ 
cian to potentially someday lead¬ 
er of his country,” O’Dowd said. 
Some Americans involved with 
the peace process think that 
if Adams admitted, at least in 
general terms, that he was an 
IRA commander in the “Bloody 
Sunday” era, as his deputy Mar¬ 


tin McGuinness has, that it would 
gain him more trust with the Prot¬ 
estant side. 

Adams came to D.C. to give “a 
wake-up call,” criticizing the Irish 
and British prime ministers for a 
lack of diligence in implement¬ 
ing the peace agreement. He 
says he was let out of jail after four 
days because “there’s no evi¬ 
dence,” but there was also a lot 
of American pressure because of 
fears that peace would rupture. 
He said he wasn’t scared, though 
two of his “wee” granddaughters 
were sick over it. The man who 
survived a gangland-style shoot¬ 
ing in 1984 admitted he had been 
frightened before. “Anybody 
who’s not scared,” he said with a 
grim smile, “don’t ever be in their 
company.” 

He slept in a cell on a rubber mat¬ 
tress. “The food was so disgusting, 
you would have fed it to a dog,” 
said Adams, who tweeted Friday 
that he was looking forward to his 
first post-prison “big, warm soapy 
suds with yellow ducks & Epsom 
Salts bath time! Yeeeehaaa!” 
Dolours Price was a beautiful IRA 
guerrilla, once married to the 
Oscar-nominated Irish actor Ste¬ 
phen Rea. She told Boston Col¬ 
lege interviewers that Adams 
was her “Officer Commanding” 
in the Belfast Brigade called the 
“Unknowns,” charged with weed¬ 
ing out informers, who became 
known as the “Disappeared.” She 
said he ordered her to drive infor¬ 
mants from the north to the south. 
Adams, who thinks the tainted 
oral history project was a British 
trap, again denied any involve¬ 
ment in the execution when he 
talked to me. 

Price, who had feuded with Ad¬ 
ams over disarming the IRA, told 
The Telegraph she was spurred in 
part by revenge because she ob¬ 
jected to Adams’ peacemaking. 
“They said I should be shot,” Ad¬ 
ams recalled, “that we were trai¬ 
tors.” During Price’s eight-year 
prison term for the 1973 bomb¬ 
ing of the Old Bailey - which she 
claimed Adams also ordered up 
- she was force-fed for 200 days. 
Adams said that afterward she 
suffered a “trauma” with drugs 
and alcohol that led to her 2013 
death, implying this colored her 
recollections. He said the McCo- 
nvilles had suffered “a grave in¬ 
justice” and had the right to know 
the truth. Does he know who is 
responsible? 

“No, I don’t, ” he said, adding: 
“There were dreadful things done. 
Anyone that thinks the war was 
glorious or glamorous. ...” Trailing 
off, he shook his head. “It’s about 
killing people and inflicting hor¬ 
ror on people,” he said, adding: 
“It’s always the poor who suffer 
most. When you have a nation 
that is ruptured by partition, that 
isn’t allowed to govern itself, that 
can’t shape its own society or 
aspirations, you’re always going 
to have this cycle. And we have 
to break the cycle, so we’re not 
handcuffed to the past. 

“The old thing in Irish Republican 
resistance was, ‘Well, we did our 
best and the other generation 
will carry it on.’ But we don’t want 
another generation to carry it on. 
We want this done and dusted. 
No other kid should have to go to 
prison, have to kill anyone, be put 
in an early grave.”□ 



Obama’s Foreign Policy Book

SULAIMANIYA, Iraq - When Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama sits down to 
write his foreign-policy memoir, 
he may be tempted to use as his 
book title the four words he re¬ 
portedly uses privately to summa¬ 
rize the Obama doctrine: “Don’t 
Do Stupid Stuff” (with “stuff” 
sometimes defined more spicily). 
Up to now, that approach has not 
served the country badly - fight 
where you must, fix what you can, 
work with allies wherever possible 
but never forget that using force is 
not the sole criteria for seriousness 
- considering, as Obama noted in 
a speech last week, that the wars 
that cost us the most were those 
we leapt into without proper 
preparation or allies and “without 
leveling with the American peo¬ 
ple about the sacrifice required.” 
So “Don’t Do Stupid Stuff” would 
certainly work as a book title to¬ 
day. But sitting here in Kurdistan - 
a true island of decency near the 
epicenter of what is now the big¬ 
gest civil war on the planet, be¬ 
tween Sunnis and Shiites, stretch¬ 
ing from Iran across Iraq and Syria 
into Lebanon - I think Obama 
may eventually opt for a different 
book title: “Present at the Disinte¬ 
gration.” 

Obama has been on duty when 
the world has come unstuck in 
more ways than any recent presi¬ 
dent. George H.W. Bush dealt 
deftly with the collapse of the So¬ 
viet Union. Bill Clinton was the first 
president who had to fire cruise 
missiles at a person - Osama bin 
Laden in Afghanistan - in the first 
battle ever between a superpow¬ 


er and a superempowered angry 
man. When that superempow¬ 
ered angry man struck our home¬ 
land on 9/11, George W. Bush re¬ 
sponded with two invasions. 
Obama has had to confront the 
culmination of all these trends, 
and more: the blowback from 
both invasions; a weak, humili¬ 
ated but still dangerous Russia; a 
drone war against many more su¬ 
perempowered angry men from 
Yemen to Pakistan; the simulta¬ 
neous disintegration of traditional 
Arab states and the nucleariza¬ 
tion of Iran; plus the decline of 
“spheres of influence” dictated 
by traditional powers from above 
and the rise of “people of influ¬ 
ence” emerging from the squares 
and social networks below. These 
Square People have challenged 
everything from Russia’s sphere 
of influence in Ukraine to the right 
of the pro-U.S. Egyptian military to 
keep ruling Egypt. 

Dealing with all these at once 
has been a doctrinal and tactical 
challenge, especially when com¬ 
bined with an exhausted Ameri¬ 
can public and an economic re¬ 
cession sapping military spending. 
Obviously, Obama would much 
prefer that his foreign policy mem¬ 
oir be called “Present at the Re- 
Integration” - at the forging of a 
new, stable pro-Western order. 
But that is so much harder today 
than Obama critics allow. 

Hey, it was relatively easy to be 
a hero on foreign policy when 
the main project was deterrence 
of another superpower. Just be 
steadfast and outspend them on 
defense. Where that is still nec¬ 
essary, with Russia and China, 
Obama has done OK. 

But when so much foreign policy 
involves dealing with countries 
that are falling apart or an entire 
region engulfed in civil war - and 
the only real solutions are not de¬ 
terrence but transforming societ¬ 
ies that are completely unlike our 
own and lack the necessary build¬ 
ing blocks and we already spent 
$2 trillion on such projects in Iraq 
and Afghanistan with little to show 
for it - the notion that Obama 
might be a little wary about get¬ 
ting more deeply involved in Syria 


and is not waxing eloquent about 
the opportunity does not strike me 
as crazy. 

I never believed that with just a 
few more arms early on the Syr¬ 
ian “democrats” would have 
toppled President Bashar Assad 
and all would have been fine. The 
Shiite/Alawites in Syria were never 
leaving quietly, and Iran, Russia 
and Hezbollah would have made 
sure of it. And does anyone be¬ 
lieve that Saudi Arabia, our main 
ally in the Syrian fight, is trying to 
promote the same thing we are 
there, a pluralistic democracy, 
which is precisely what the Saudis 
do not allow in their own country? 
Yes, being in Kurdistan, it is clear 
that the metastasizing of the Syr¬ 
ian conflict has reached a stage 
where it is becoming a factory 
for thousands of jihadists from 
Europe, Central Asia, Russia, the 
Arab world and even America, 
who are learning, as one Syrian 
Kurdish leader told me, “to chop 
people’s heads off and then go 
back home.” The conflict is also, 
as an Iraqi Kurdish security expert 
added, legitimizing al-Qaida’s 
shift “from the caves of Afghani¬ 
stan into the mainstream of the 
Arab world” as defenders of Sunni 
Islam. These are big threats. 

But when I ask Kurds what to 
do, the answer I get is that arm¬ 
ing decent Syrians, as Obama 
has vowed to do more of, might 
help bring Assad to the table, but 
“there is no conventional military 
solution” - neither Shiites nor Sun¬ 
nis will decisively beat the other, 
remarked a former deputy prime 
minister of Iraq, Barham Salih. 
“But walking away is not possible 
anymore.” Syria is spinning off too 
much instability now. 

The only solution, they say, is for 
the U.S. and Russia (how likely is 
that!) to broker a power-sharing 
deal in Syria between Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, Turkey, Iran and their proxies. 
Repeat after me: There is no mili¬ 
tary solution to Syria - and Iran and 
Russia have to be part of any dip¬ 
lomatic one. Those are the kind of 
unpleasant, unromantic, totally 
long-shot foreign policy choices 
the real world throws up these 
days. A little humility, please. □ 
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One Man’s Trash: New Yorkers Start Composting

NEW YORK - For the first 
week or so, the brown bins 
hunkered on the streets like 
alien capsules that had 
fallen to Earth: gingerly 
stepped around, uneasily 
eyed, tenaciously ignored. 
One was pressed into ser¬ 
vice as a wastebasket for 
empty liquor bottles. An¬ 
other was unceremoniously 
tossed in a street-corner 
trash can. 


But many sat untouched 
outside the front steps of 
houses all over Bay Ridge, 
Brooklyn, as though their 
new owners hoped that if 
they refused to acknowl¬ 
edge, they might simply 
disappear. 

So began the latest phase 
of a plan to convert the 
people of New York City 
into composters, collecting 
food scraps like vegetable 
peels, chicken bones and 
even greasy pizza boxes 
and saving the pungent 
blend for days at a time 
to be someday converted 
into renewable energy. A 
voluntary city pilot program 
has already taken root in 


neighborhoods like Wind¬ 
sor Terrace, Brooklyn, which 
has eagerly embraced it, 
and Westerleigh, Staten Is¬ 
land, which was not quite 
as enthusiastic. 

Now composting is coming 
to 70,000 more households 
in Brooklyn and Queens, in¬ 
cluding most of Bay Ridge, 
where, on one recent eve¬ 
ning before the garbage 
was due for pickup, about 
one out of every three 
households who had rolled 


their waste to the curb had 
included one of the brown 
bins. “It stayed outside my 
house for two weeks,” con¬ 
fessed Nancy Gasparino, 
57, as she walked her dog 
down a tree-lined block 
of tidy homes on Monday, 
three weeks after sanita¬ 
tion workers first collected 
the bins. “I know it’s a good 
thing, I really do. I have four 
kids - I want the environ¬ 
ment to be better for them. 
But I hesitated to start it.” 
Gasparino worried it would 
stink. She worried ants in her 
kitchen would swarm it. She 
worried that the cats and 
raccoons would rummage 
through it. She did not look 


forward, she said, to serving 
as “the garbage police" for 
her children at dinnertime. 
But she noticed a bar code 
printed on the back of her 
bin and could not quell 
the suspicion that the city 
maybe, who knows, just 
might be keeping tabs on 
her and her composting 
compliance. “Why do they 
put that on there?” she said 
doubtfully. 

And so, Gasparino is now a 
full-fledged composter. 


Despite instructions that 
came with each bin, many 
residents have called the 
local councilman’s office 
in alarm, demanding to 
know: Do I have to do this? 
The answer is no, not until 
the city makes the program 
mandatory, which may not 
happen for several years. 
But the talk of the neighbor¬ 
hood has gradually shifted 
to focus on where to buy 
biodegradable bags to line 
kitchen compost buckets 
and how best to neutral¬ 
ize unpleasant odors: Stor¬ 
ing compost in the freezer 
works; Febreze vanilla air 
freshener, for unknown rea¬ 
sons, makes it much worse. 


For all the fears of a stench, 
however, few complaints 
were heard on that score in 
an informal survey of com¬ 
posters in Bay Ridge and 
Windsor Terrace, although 
one family in East New 
York who signed up for 
the program said they re¬ 
main shocked at how foul 
it could be. 

“I didn’t know it stinks like 
that,” Donell Brant, 31, said. 
“You've got to hold your 
breath.” His wife, Charlene 


Wynns, recommended cin¬ 
namon-scented Febreze. 
On Colonial Road, Joan 
Rochford, 60, opened her 
garbage bin up to show 
off her trash to a visitor: 
She had one little plastic 
bag's worth, for nearly a 
week. Everything else, she 
explained delightedly, had 
been recycled or compos¬ 
ted. 

The city hopes that the 
roughly 3.2 million tons of 
waste New Yorkers send 
to landfills every year, at 
a cost of $300 million, can 
be diverted in large part to 
compost. Scraps from the 
pilot program currently go 
to local and regional com¬ 


post facilities. But a new fa¬ 
cility from the power com¬ 
pany National Grid at New¬ 
town Creek Wastewater 
Treatment Plant, which is 
scheduled to break ground 
this summer, will eventually 
turn methane derived from 
residential compost into 
enough natural gas to heat 
as many as 5,200 homes in 
Brooklyn. 

Still, between 10 and 20 
percent of the compost 
treated at the plant still 
goes to landfills in the form 
of a dried-out byproduct 
known as “sludge cakes,” 
which are sent to old coal 
mines in Pennsylvania. 
Composting has become a 
fact of life in dozens of cities 
across the country, includ¬ 
ing Austin, Texas, which sold 
$267,000 of yard compost- 
turned-soil amendment last 
year: San Francisco; and 
Seattle - leaving New York, 
whose sanitation officials 
long believed the city was 
too densely and vertically 
populated for composting 
to flourish, to play catch¬ 
up. Composting advocates 
cite some startling numbers: 
According to the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
and environmental groups, 
Americans threw away at 
least 36 million tons of food 
in 2012. The waste is worth 
about $165 billion annually. 
Even 15 percent of what is 
discarded every year could 
feed 25 million people, ac¬ 
cording to the Natural Re¬ 
sources Defense Council. 
“We love it,” said Rochford, 
who is planning to include 
more room for a compost 
bin when she renovates 
the kitchen. Her husband, 
who takes pride in meticu¬ 
lously sorting the recycling, 
is equally enthusiastic. 

She would find many friends 
in Windsor Terrace, where 
composting has been all 
the rage since the city's pi¬ 
lot started there last fall. 
Ronni Horowitz’s husband 
never had much interest in 
her home composting. 

“But it’s, like, a quest now 
to see how little he can put 
in the trash,” said Horowitz, 
53, who used to compost 
garden waste, vegetables 
and fruits on her own. She 
laughed and said, “Now 
I have to train him to take 
the bin out.'O
